The han d was pulled en -1 
tirely from the socket at the wrist an d 
clear aroun d the wrist was a deep 
cut, as if a rope had en circled it. 
The han d was pulled from the sock­ 
et, accordin g to the officer's story, by 
aupreme effort of the powerful youn g 
man to release himself when he re­ 
alized that the train was hearin g down 
upon him.

He learned the city and 
he soon became a valuable man and 
succeeded Barth as chief messenger 
when he became an operator. 
In speaking of Carnegie, Mr. Barth 
said: “In 1848, Carnegie was a great 
chess player. 
His uncle was an ex­

him he obtained the position with the 
telegraph company. 
It was not long 
before I left Pittsburg and went to 
Ix)uisville. 
I did not go back until 
1864. 
I found that my old assistant 
had become

assodatlon. of which he was then a 
member. 
The crime 
then 
prov ed 
mgafnet him was the stealing of sev ­ 
eral hu adred v alu able tex t-books from 
th^ v ariou s agents attending the meet- 
ing. 
At that time, in order to av oid pu b­ 
licity , he was giv en a kangaroo trial 
behind closed doors. 
Prof. J. J. Mc- 
■Ckmnell, now su perintendent of the 
Cedar Rapids pu blic schools, acted as 
ju dge; President H. H. Seerley , at 
that time su perintendent of the Oska- 
loosa pu blic schools, was attorney for 
the defense, while Prof. A. H. Owen, 


’of Keoku k, condu cted the prosecu tion.

io clock in the ev ening u ntil 4 o’clock 
; the following morning. 
The pressu re 
i brou ght to bear in the end prov ed too 
try ing, and Gates broke down, con-

tu rned to the rightfu l owners, and

swor 
to n main honest to the 
end of his life. 
Gates, who is abou t 57 \ears old, of 
refined appearance, 
and apparently 
nnu su ally well edu cated, was a stu ­ 
dent at Grinnell in the early ’8 0s, bu t 
nev er gradu ated. Throu gh some diffi­ 
cu lty with the facu lty he was forced 
to leav e college, and at once accepted 
a position with the Marble Rock pu b­ 
lic schools. Soon after he became su ­ 
perintendent of the Sanborn schools. 
Here he became a prominent chu rch 
w’orker and a Free Mason. 
When cau ght breaking the safe con­ 
taining the Benton cou nty fu nds Gates 
blamed his original fau lt and his su b­ 
sequ ent lapse into crime to the u se of 
morphine. 
He claims to hav e been a 
slav e to this practice for y ears. 
Du ring the last week his tru nk and 
belongings were located at Waterloo, 
where he had been rooming since Sep­ 
tember 5.

York an advantage in service and in 
rates which tended to carry everything 
there. In the same way the prosperi­

advantage of low railroad rates. Cities 
like Pittsburg, Indianapolis and At­ 
lanta are almost absolutely the crea­ 
tures of the railroads. 
Inquire why one city grows and 
another, seeminly with equal advan­ 
tages, does not grow and the cause 
will almost invariably be found in a 
railroad rate. 
Inquire similarly why

Mr. Heard su pported Gov ernor Folk 
for election last y ear and believ es the 
gov ernor will serv e the people of Mis­ 
sou ri creditably . 
He is not consider­ 
ed as particu larly a Folic man, how­ 
ev er, being more closely alllgned with 
the stalwarts of the olden day s when 
democracy ’s tail 
had 
not y et been 
sev erely twisted in the state and when 
the party was so thorou ghly entrench­ 
ed that repu blican nominations were 
made merely as a m atter of form.

good democrats, Mr. Heard qu alifies 
his statements by the assu rance that 
Gov ernor Folk or any other democrat 
who su cceeds to the presidential nom­ 
ination will receiv e his su pport. 
This is not Mr. Heard’s first trip 
to California. 
He came west forty 
y ears ago, v isiting San Francisco, bu t 
Los Angeles had no railway connec­ 
tions then and was not known u pon 
the map. Tv renty y ears later he made 
a second v isit to California and spent 
sev eral day s in Ix )s Angeles. 
Mr. Heard say s that at that time 
Los Angeles had a few thou sand peo­ 
ple, dirty streets and no metropolitan 
airs of any noticeable ex tent. At that 
time it promised nothing for fu tu re 
greatness, and his su rprise on coming 
again a few day s ago was great. 
He has v isited the Portland fair and 
spent sev eral 
weeks 
on a tou r of 
Alaska, which cou ntry he believ es is 
destined to become better known to 
the ou tside world within a few y ears. 
“Alaska Is a wonderfu l cou ntry . 


said he. 
“It is hampered by lack of 
railroads, hu t these will come. They 
are necessary , and the gradu al growth 
of the cou ntry makes 
certain that 
ransportation 
facilities 
will follow 
soon. 
“When railroads are bu ilt to con­ 
nect Alaska with the ou tside world its 
boom is assu red. Its richness in min­ 
eral wealth and its wonderfu l cou ntry 
assu res its dev elopment within a few 
y ears.”
